‘*In the ozone apparatus, the germs are actually killed, 
whereas in the ordinary mechanical type of filter they 
merely held back by the filtering medium, which in time is 
liable to become very foul’and act as an actual breeding-place 
for the microbes. Carbon filters are particularly faulty in 
this respect, it being essential frequently to sterilize the car 
bon blocks by heating them—a process that is tedious and is 
generally neglected by the ordinary householder. Hence these 
filters are a positive danger in themselves. Ozone 
both taste and smell, and is thus distinet from oxygen, which 
has neither. However, the flavor of water treated with ozone 
is not at all impaired; indeed, the added oxygen appears to 
give the water a distinctly refreshing taste 
Besides its use in sterilizing drinking-water, ozone is likely 
to be of great help as a disinfectant in the prevention of 
zymotie diseases. The pathogenic or disease-producing bac 
teria appear qhite unable to survive the poisoning action of 
ozone, while, according to Dr. Koch’s experiments, sporeless 
after five minutes’ 
cent, solution of carbolie acid, and 
1 per cent solution, Spore-bearing bacilli will resist a tempera 
ture of over 212 deg. F. To quote again: 

**Clearly, therefore, there should be a field for ozone

All but the general 
hospital bylaw were adopted, 
put the percentages of the vote 
cast ranged from 82.1 per cent, 
for the Exposition bylaw to 50.07 
for the hospital bylaw.

a neighbor's horse was requisitioned to 
hitch to the hand engine or hose reel, 
two men sitting in the back of the 
wagon to hold onto the rope and the 
others strung along between the wagon- 
tail and the ‘‘tub,’’ the gently derisive 
name given to the old hand engines.

Winnipeg Well Equipped 


Winnipeg is a city well equipped for 
handling fires through its fire depart- 
ment.

chased by the city on Lombard street— 
then called Post Office Street—and this 
building was well stocked with fire ap- 
paratus; was, in fact, the pride of the 
volunteer department and the citizens, 
On Christmas morning, 1875, while the 
department was resting up from attend- 
ance upon a fire in a log strueture 
known as Red River Hall, the new fire 
hall caught fire and burned flat, with the 
engine, hook and ladder truck and some 
more of the city’s apparatus, The philo- 
sophical historian who recorded this dis- 
astrous happening indulges himself in 
some gratulatory remarks because the 
hose reels and much of the department ‘s 
hose were not in the burned building, 
the hose having been hung up to dry 
after the Christmas Eve fire, and the 
reels left outside because of the lack 
of space in the department's scanty 
housing.

The high pressure plant located on 
the river bank and draws its supply 
from the waters of the Red River of the 
North. It is equipped with engines oi 
the gas driven type, and develops three 
hundred pounds on demand 
and within a few minutes from the time 
of an alarm, a steady pressure of one 
hundred and fifty pounds—quite enough

high pressure station at all times, The 


high pressure system is served through 
eighty-six hydrants, and covers all of

city limits and are equipped with fifteen 
hundred hydrants for fire use.

ities varying from tifteen thousand gal 
lons to thirty thousand each, With a
